Since the figure 
had not previously been heard by counsel on either Side, there | 
had been no examination or cross-examination of any,witness with 
reference to that figure. Admittedly, however, there is a muffled 
reference to the figure on the tape introduced in evidence. Under 
the circumstances, Maniaci's counsel asked the court to metrit 
the Jury that the figure "1500" appearing on the tape should have 


no probative value in their determination of the issues before them.

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We agree that it was the jurors' function to hear and 
analyze a tape properly in evidence, and that the district
